WHY DO CHRISTIANS GET BAPTISED? 



1. Christians should be baptised because Jesus wants them to be. Here's 
what He said: 




"Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you."

3. Christians should be baptised because it is a way to show others that 
Jesus has washed away their sins. 



When you asked Jesus to come into your life He washed away all of your sin. 
He made you clean inside just like taking a bath makes you clean on the 
outside. 




When a Christian is baptised in the water it helps those watching to see that 
you believe that Jesus is your Saviour. 




"If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness."

WHAT SHOULD YOU KNOW 
BEFORE YOU ARE BAPTISED? 



1 . Being baptised does not save or wash away your sin. 




"Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved." 

/4tU 16:31 



2. Not being baptised does not keep you from being saved. 



Two thieves were crucified with Jesus. One thief believed in Jesus, the other 
did not. The one who believed asked Jesus to remember him. 







"Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, 
To day shalt thou be with me in paradise." 

Jlu6e 23:43 



Did the thief who believed get baptised? 



Jesus saved him because he repented of his sin and believed in Him. One 
day all true Christians will see this thief in Heaven. 



3. The Bible teaches that a true Christian should be baptised. 



Baptism is a symbol or sign. 

A. Baptism shows what Jesus has done for you. The Bible tells us that 
Jesus died for your sins, was buried and rose again on the third day. 




"Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; and that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day according to the 
scriptures."

B. Baptism also helps others realise that Jesus has washed away your 
sins. 




"The like figure whereunto even baptism doth 
also now sawe us (not the putting away of the 
filth of the flesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience toward God,) by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ." 

/ Pete* 3:21 



C. When Jesus came into your life you knew that He was there even 
though you could not see Him. Baptism tells everyone that you 
belong to Jesus. 



By being baptised you are showing others that you love and obey the Lord. It 
is a way of telling them that they need Jesus in their lives too.

HOW DO YOU GET BAPTISED? 



1. Come dressed in the clothes you will be baptised in, and bring dry clothes 
to put on afterwards.
